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It was there on Deception Island they set up "shop" to meet skeds 
with monitoring stations around the globe and so as to have an ending to 
this experiment, I wrote to Mr. Johnson who participated in this feat 
requesting any information he could give me. Here is an excerpt from his 
letter I’received.....'A transistorized kilowatt "transmitter", operat- 
ing on 4, 6, and 8 khz, was used,powered by a gasoline generator and the 
output applied across the island "nearly opposite the sea opening through 
10 parallel i;12 copper wires, spaced about 5 yards apart and‘fed in the 
center. For about a week, tests were carried out as time permitted, pre- 
liminary to operating the equipment on:a programmed schedule.Using small 
boats and larger craft as they arrived, it was found that signals could 
be received some distance out at sea. infortunately, something unforseen 
happened, just what we shall never know and all the transistors got fried 
and there. were not enough. good replacements at the Island to get going 
again. By then, we all were involved in the high altitude atomic tests 
in the Pacific and, except in conversation, the project has been largely 
ignored ever since. It could well happen that the tests will be resumed 
sometime in the future, but I don't know when....... 

Mr. Johnson writes that in the March 1961 edition of gst, informat- 
ion was printed as to equipment. for the reception of HISTL&R35. 


-There's still an-enormous..amount we.don'tt know about these strange 
VLF signals, but what we do know can be summed up about as follows ..... 
They are generated by unknown sources. So far, no man-made discharge be- 
neath the ionosphere:has been successful in producing a wHISTL&R, 
Above the ionosphere, success has been quite high. Thunderstorms, and 
lightning discharges may have some connection with the causitive dis-~ 
charge, The energy in the discharge is propagated in all directions, but 
that which goes along the magnetic field has an-advantage -- losses are 
lower and the energy will return to the earth. When the energy reaches 
the other: hemisphere and starts. to’ penetrate the ionosphere, some may be 
reflected, some may be transmitted, but most is lost. That which comes 
thru the ionosphere can be detected on the ground as a WHISTLER.Withluck 
some of that which is reflected will cruise back along the field and go 
through the same process at the originating area and might be detected 
on the ground there. Observations with the orbiting satelite observator- 
ies show that there is tremendously more activity above the ionosphere 
than below. Since the magnetic field extends out to several earth radii, 
the presence of : WHISTLERS ‘show that there is much more ionization in 
space than previously (previous to IGY, that is) thought. 

The work of Dr. R. Helliwell, of Stanford, indicates that the path 


for wWHISTLER activity is open most of the time. . The fact that signals 
show a marked diurnal and seasonal variation would lead to the belief 
that it is the source which undergoes changes. O''servations from the 


Injun and Alouette satellites confirm this. 


Well, that just about wraps it up on the search for the cause of 
those elusive WHISTLERS! Many thanks to Mr. Ww. C. Johnson W1FGO, of the 
Thayer School of Engineering, Hanover New Hampshire, for his letters as- 
sisting me in compiling the necessary -and up-to-date information for 
this article.

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You all remember - the column’’"Leave It To The Engineers” | inbraduced" in 
the December issue. Well we finally got a letter for it and here is 
questions with the answer from our most able Engineers. 


QUESTION: - Can TVI from 2 meters be caused by harmonics: entering the 
hydro wiring? —-. oe 
ANSWERS: - Tom May VE3BYU -- The harmonics from two meter transmitters 
- fall outside of the VHF TV channels. The second harmonic be- 
ing 238mhz and the uppermost freq. of channel 13 being 216mhz 
There is the possibility of harmonic interference to UHF TV 
channels but this should not be a problem in this area. 

. The principal causes of 2 meter TVI would be: (a)-from unused 
-harmonics of the oscillator or multiplier Stages. Bg. the 9th 
harmonic of 6mhz, and 7th harmonic of 8mhz in channel 23; 10th 
harmonic of S8mhz in channel 6; 7th harmonic of 25mhz stages 
in channel 7; 4th harmonic of L.@mhz stages in channel 9 or 10 
and many other combinations. This may include IF pickup as in 
the case of 2hmhz interference in receivers having | eimhz ip 
systems and 48mhz trouble'in 45mhz IF's, 

(b) Image interference in channel.2 from 144mhz in receivers hav- 
ing a 45 mhz IF. 
- (¢)Sound interference (picture usually clean) resulting from ‘RF 
pickup by the audio stages of the TV receiver. 
(a) is transmitter trouble and can generally be cleaned up by 
use of a HI pass filter. (b) and (c) are receiver faults and 
nothing can be done at the transmitter to eliminate them. 
Ron Mason VE3GAB ~- Yes it can ,although its more often likely 
to be caused by RF getting through via the multiplier stages 
and the final. Good. sheilding is most important, proper choice 
of multiplier frequencies and correct use of B+ and heater 
filters. Sometimes just a capacitor is not sufficient. Use 
good RF filters on all leads entering the power supply & con- 
sult some of the many good publications on this subject. 


. RUE STION: = What would. cause %N on two twoers a short distance away, 

when both are on receive? 

ANSWs2S: ~ Tom May VE3BYU -- Yes; a twoer on receive will interfere with 
any other receiver near by and sometimes not so near by. The 
receiver uses & regenerative detector which is an amplifier 
on the verre of going into oscillation due to controllable 
feed back or regeneration. -jhen it does go into oscillation, 
this signal is coupled directly to the antenna and thus is 
radiated. 
Ron Mason VE3GAB -- The twoer is a wonderful box. However,its 
receiver. is a resen type & therefore sends out its own oscil- 
lations when on receive. Some. are worse than others depending 
on the. antenna isolation. Not'too much can be done at close 
range without major surgery, so build a simple converter and 
you will find it will really pay off.
